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Budget veto showdown looms

* WASHINGTON — With a potential 


federal default and government shut- 
down at stake, Congress toiled over a 
pair of budget bills Thursday and 
lurched ever closer to a jolting veto 
showdown with President Clinton. 

A day after approving legislation 
that would provide stopgap funds for 
government agencies through Dec. |, 
the House considered another bill 
extending federal borrowing authority 
through Dec. 12. Leaders hoped the 
Senate would complete both measures 
in a marathon day. 

Administration officials pledged 
that both bills would meet vetoes at 
the White House because of unaccept- 
able provisions, even though the gov- 
ernment’s abilities to borrow and 
spend lapse next week. 

White House spokesman Mike 
McCurry said thanks to Republican 
intransigence, “default is increasingly 
likely.” He added that “there are no 
chances at this point” to avoid federal 
agencies halting some of their work 
next week. 

Leon Panetta, the White House chief 
of staff, likened the Republican strate- 
gy to putting “a gun to the head of the 
president,” adding, “That’s a form of 
terrorism. We are not going to accept 
that.” 

Treasury Secretary Robert Rubin 
said he believed he had the authority 
to use money from some federal trust 
funds to keep the government func- 
tioning “for some period of time” that 
he declined to specify. But he still 
warned of the GOP borrowing exten- 
sion legislation: “This legislation is 
not a debt ceiling increase, it is a 
shortcut to default.” 

The White House opposes numerous 
provisions Republicans tucked into 
each bill, including abolition of the 
Commerce Department, and said they 
went too far in slashing spending. 


McNamara _ 
meets with 
former enemy

HANOI, Vietnam — When former 
Defense Secretary Robert McNamara 
met the enemy’s leading strategist 
Thursday, he raised a question he’d 
saved for 30 years: What really hap- 
pened in the Tonkin Gulf on Aug. 4, 
1964? 

“Absolutely nothing, 
Gen. Vo Nguyen Giap. 

Both sides agree that North Vietnam 
attacked a U.S. Navy ship in the gulf 
on Aug. 2 as it cruised close to shore. 
It was an alleged second attack two 
days later that led to the first U.S. 
bombing raid on the North and pro- 
pelled America deep into war. 

Many U.S. historians have long 
believed the Johnson administration 
fabricated the second attack to win 
congressional support for widening 
the war. For McNamara, Giap’s word 
was the clincher. 

“It’s a pretty ... good source,” he 
said after the meeting. 

As defense secretary from 1961-68 
under presidents Kennedy and 
Johnson, McNamara was one of the 
leading proponents of U.S. support 
for South Vietnam against the 
Communist North. He left office con-

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Republican budget cuts to snatch 
$215 million from Utah education; 
sroups hope Clinton will nix plan

A provision to cut $215 million 
from Utah education is part of the 
Republican budget plan expected to 
be vetoed by President Clinton. 

“That’s a heck of a lot of money 
when you think of it,” said Paul 
Henderson, executive director of the 
American Federation of Teachers of 
Utah. 

Congress plans to cut 17 percent of 
the national budget by cutting 42 per- 
cent of national education funding, a 
considerably larger amount than those 
cut from other federal programs, 
Henderson said. At the same time, 
large corporations will receive tax 
breaks and the defense budget will 
receive $8 billion it doesn’t need, he 
added. 

Important educational programs will 
have to be cut in Utah and the quality 
of education will suffer, Henderson 
said. 

Utah already has the largest class 
sizes in the country and the lowest 
expenditure per pupil, he said. 

Henderson ‘said the Utah Education 
Association, the National Education 
Association, the American Federation 
of Teachers. and several other organi- 
zations have written letters, signed 
petitions and made phone calls to 
Washington and Utah legislators, but 
the response has been minimal. 

It’s not too late for people to make 
calls to Washington, which is in a 
crucial period of the decision making- 


process, Henderson said. Students 
who receive federal student loans 
should be particularly concerned 
about the budget bill and the congres- 
sional attempt to attack the programs, 
he said. 

An informal effort at the University 
of Utah has been trying to influence 
Utah politicians to oppose the educa- 
tion cuts, said Jeff Wright, vice presi- 
dent of the Associated Students of the 
University of Utah. 

About 150 letters have been written 
to congressmen and petitions have 
been signed, he said. 

The only Utah congressman who 
has opposed the education legislation 
is Rep. Bill Orton, D-Utah. 

The Republican senators and repre- 
sentatives from the state have been 
fairly uncooperative, Wright said. 

Orton has written up an “excellent 
plan” to balance the budget by 2002 
without cutting funding from educa- 
tion, said Dallis Nordstrom, a member 
of the executive committee of the 
Associated Students of the University 
of Utah. However, Congress will 
probably never even review it, she 
said. 

Clinton has been firm on the need to 
protect education and its funding, 
Henderson said. 

“He's been a great education presi- 
dent and { think he’ll expect to make 
some concessions on that,” he said. 

Henderson said he hopes a compro- 
mise will be reached where a much 
lesser amount than $215 million will 
be cut from Utah education.

Ambulance crash kills 1, injures 1 in Magna 


MAGNA — A South Jordan woman was killed in Magna when an ambulance 
racing to an injury accident crashed into the car she was in. 

Susan Stringham, 18, was fatally injured when the car, driven by her sister 
Camille Stringham, 24, apparently moved in front of the ambulance as it was 
attempting to pass the car, investigators said. 

Camille Stringham was in serious condition at Pioneer Valley Hospital fol- 
lowing the accident Tuesday. She told investigators she did not hear the siren or 
see the flashing lights of the ambulance. 

She was turning left into a. parking lot when the Gold Cross ambulance hit her 
car as it was rushing to a three-car accident about five miles away. 

A Salt Lake County sheriff’s officer said the preliminary cause of the accident 
was the driver’s failure to yield to an emergency vehicle. Investigators said 
other drivers heard the siren and saw the lights of the ambulance. 

The ambulance driver, Paul Auguson, 24, has been driving for Gold Cross for 
2 1/2 years with no other reported accidents. Sheriff's Deputy Dave Winters 
said it appeared Auguson followed proper passing procedure. 


West Jordan man missing after boat mishap 


HEBER CITY — A West Jordan man was missing and presumed drowned in 
Strawberry Reservoir Wednesday after a boating accident, the fourth person 
lost in the lake in less than two months. 

Wasatch County Sheriff Mike Spanos said Robert Joseph Lawrence, 41, and a 
companion were fishing late in the afternoon when their small boat capsized. 

The companion, Paul Williams, told rescuers that after the boat overturned, he 
swam toward shore while Lawrence stayed with the boat. Spanos said neither 
man was wearing a life preserver. 

Wasatch County Search and Rescue and searchers with the Forest Service and 
state parks division were out on the lake in the rain this morning, searching by 
the boat for Lawrence. Three Utah County men apparently drowned in late 
September after their boat overturned on the reservoir 50 miles southeast of 
Heber City. Their bodies have not been found. 


Energy secretary must explain tax spending 


WASHINGTON — Tired of unflattering press, Hazel O’ Leary, energy secre- 
tary, spent more than $40,000 to track and rank the reporters and media outlets 
covering her department. The White House said O’ Leary would be asked for a 
full accounting of the project. 

“On the face of it ... it is simply unacceptable,” press secretary Mike McCurry 
said Thursday. Asked if she would be invited to resign, McCurry said, “I don’t 
want to speculate on that.” 

The Department of Energy hired an investigative service to scrutinize hun- 
dreds of articles a month and to calculate scores using a 0-to-100-point scale on 
issues from nuclear waste to O’Leary’s own reputation. 

Barbara Semedo, department spokeswoman, told The Wall Street Journal an 
unfavorable rating for a reporter “meant we weren’t getting our message across, 
that we needed to work on this person a little.” 

The department, which also used the service to rate its own public relations 
staff, planned a fuller statement later Thursday. 


U.S. astronauts wrong size for space station 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. — Too tall, too small, too heavy, too chesty — 
one by one, America’s astronauts are dropping out of the international space 
scene. They may have the right stuff, but they’re the wrong size. 

In the last month, two NASA astronauts have been disqualified from training 
for long stays aboard the Russian space station Mir. One was 2 inches too tall, 
the other | 1/2 inches too short. 

It gets worse. After three years of joint space cooperation, NASA just learned 
that only about half of its 88 astronauts can meet rigid Russian size require- 
ments for Soyuz spacecraft, the cramped ships that ferry cosmonauts aloft and 
also serve as Mir’s emergency escape craft. 

Astronauts must be 5 feet 4 1/2 inches to 6 feet tall, with seated height no 
more than 37 inches; weigh no more than 187 pounds; and, for Soyuz space- 
suits, have chests no smaller than 38 inches and no larger than 44 inches. 

“Now you take who fits, and who’s available, and who wants to go that’s 
available, and who can speak Russian and do all this, and the list is very short,” 
says David Leestma, director of NASA’s flight crew operations.

“This activity helps those in the 
course to act under stress and use the 
knowledge they have,” she said. 

The CERT training will end with a 
graduation ceremony Nov. 30. All the 
students in the course who pass the 
final exam will receive recognition of 
their training by FEMA, after which 
they can be a CERT volunteer any- 
where in the nation.

Channel 2 reporter 
tells students to seek 
diversity in media

Focusing on his experiences as a 
minority in the media, reporter 
Marcos Ortiz of Channel 2 News in 
Salt Lake City spoke Thursday to 
BYU students as part of the BYU 
Communications Department 
Executive Symposium series. 

Throughout his presentation, Ortiz 
explained the need for greater diversi- 
ty in the areas of public relations, 
advertising and general media. As a 
television reporter, Ortiz said he feels 
he has a responsibility to show the 
positive role minorities play every day 
in not only the media, but in every 
aspect of life. 

“If you'll ever notice on a story I 
report, I want there to be lots of color, 
and a great amount of diversity,” Ortiz 
said. “I spend a lot of time covering 
schools and children, and when I do, I 
always look for the Hispanic student 
or Native American student to talk 
with and see what feelings they have 
about a particular issue.” 

Ortiz began his reporting career 
when he decided to major in journal- 
ism while attending University of 
Wyoming. 

Ortiz relayed a humorous story to 
show how he arrived at such a deci- 
sion. “I didn’t know what I wanted to 
do with my life, so my mom suggest- 
ed | become a priest,” said Ortiz, who 
is a devout Catholic. “But I told her 
that I liked women too much, and had 
to find a different path to follow.” 

In his career as a journalist, Ortiz 
has worked both with newspapers and 
television, and has made stops in 
Casper and Cheyenne, Wyo., as well 
as Albuquerque, N.M. It was in 1992 
that Ortiz applied for his current posi- 
tion at Channel 2, a decision which he 
said was a difficult one. 

“Albuquerque was the one place in 
my life where there has really been 
complete diversity, a melting pot of 
people,” Ortiz said. “When my wife 
and I got off the plane in Salt Lake 
City, we immediately noticed how 
things were different — even the jani- 
tors at the airport were white.” 

However, Ortiz told how quickly he 
was won over by the people of Utah. 
Upon visiting a store at which a liqui- 
dation sell was taking place, Ortiz 
failed to notice a sign stating cash 
transactions only. Finding himself 
four dollars short at the register, he 
was preparing to return some of. the 
items when a man came to his aid. 

“This guy said he would help me, 
and I told him I needed four bucks, 
not just a dime or a quarter, and to be 
honest, he looked as though he was 
xind of poor and could not afford to 
do such a thing,” Ortiz said. “But he 
insisted, asking that I only return-the 
favor to someone else one day. Right 
then the heaviness in my heart was 
lifted about being in Salt Lake.” 

For now, -Ortiz said he loves his 
work and the opportunity to meet 
new, diversified people every day. 
And while he was. quick to point out 
that he could be making more money 
as a news anchor, Ortiz said he 
wouldn’t miss his chance to walk the 
streets as a reporter for anything. 

“The anchors simply read what peo- 
ple like me go out and report, they 
don’t get out there and get to know 
the people like I do,” Ortiz said. 

“And nothing is better than when | 
see something I report change peo- 
ples’ lives.”
